Floyd Fitzsimmons, Detroit pro- 
moter at the home of Harry Moire 
on the ocean front at Miami Beach 
he told police. He awakened about 
•*! a. m., and saw the figure of a 
man silhouetted in a window open- 
ing to the street. Dempsey said he 
thought the man was his host un- 
til Fitzsimmons, beside him, called 
out:"What do you .,want?" 
ffhe man at the window replied, 


.. a gruff tone: 


, 
"Turn on those lights," and ad- 


dressed a supposed accomplice in 
the hallway, said "Come on in Joe." 


When the man spoke Dempsey 


said he leaped from the bed, and. 
the intruder retreated, firing once 
wildly aU he backed out the win- 
dow. 
Find Bullet Tn Wall. 


The bullet, from a .38 calibre re- 


volver, buried itself in the wall 
about knee high from the floor. 


Dempsey and Fitzsimmons said 


v'hey did not 
follow, the intruder

They did not telephone 


police at 
that 
time, 
because it

tended to kidnap him and hold 
him for ransom, until after

by the league two years ago.

According to Utretsch Bagblad, 


leading provincial paper, the con- 
vention came into its hands by 
fortiutlous circumstances, and pub- 
lication was withheld until satis- 
factory guarantees of its authen- 
ticity were secured. The treaty was 
negotiated In 1920 at Brussels, the 
papers says. 


By the terms of the treaty the 


two countries would make com- 
mon cause in the event cither is at 
war with Germany or any power 


assisted by Germany, each plac- 
ing all its available forces at the 
disposal of the other. 


Mobilization shall be instantan- 


eous and spontaneous without prior 
consulation 
immediately after a 


cause for provoking the treaty has 
been established. Acts of aggres- 
sion are not confined to the Rhine 
frontier but apply to any front.

DOWN. 


When the time draws near 


for a man to evacuate the 
white house—either by his 
own will or the will of the 
people—there are those who 
query the world on the ques- 
tion: "What shall we do 
with the ex-presidents?" 


Far more important is the 


answer 
to the 
question: 


"What will the next presi- 
dent do to us?" After March 
4, the only interest the peo- 
ple will have in Mr. Cool- 
idge will be sentimental. He 
will leave the white house 
independent financially and 
with many flattering offers 
from private business. 
Re- 


tirement from 
pubHc 
life 


will mean a return to free- 
dom, 
and he probably de- 


sires nothing more from the 
public than an opportunity 
to enjoy it to the fullest. 


Whatever President Cool- 


idge chooses to do, there will 
be plenty of precedent for it. 
Those who have gone out of 
the presidency before him 
have established no restrain- 
ing traditions or conven- 
tions.

THE LURE OF ALIMONY. 


The opinion of Superior 


Court Judge Gemmill, of 
Chicago, that alimony is a 
strong incentive to divorce 
f i n d s m a n y supporters 
among occupants of the 
bench and social workers. 
There are circumstances in 
which continuation of the 
marital relation is so intol- 
erable that money considera- 
tions play no part in the re- 
sort to the step of separa- 
ion. 
But it is undoubtedly 


true that matrimonial diffi- 
culties which might be iron- 
ed out often lead to the di- 
vorce court under the influ- 
ence of the woman's convic- 
tion that through, alimony 
lies the path to economic in- 
dependence. 


Of the justice of ali- 


mony payments for the sup- 
port of children there can be 
no question. Judge Gam- 
mill's sweeping views make 
an exception on that point. 
They might have been fur- 
ther modified' in regard to 
the amount of, and cause 
for, alimony grants. The ob- 
ligations of a man who takes 
a woman to wife and subse- 
quently so abus*es her that 
she cannot live with him do 
not end at divorce. But it is 
equally true that the routine 
granting of alimony regard- 
less of cause of the divorce 
tends to weaken the marri- 
age bond, and that the fix- 
ing of alimony at an amount 
sufficient to be inducement 
to separation is a highly de- 
moralizing influence. 


DAIRY EXPERT EMPHASIZES 


VALUE OF TESTING OF HERDS 
THROUGH APPROVED METHODS 


LUBBOCK, 
Feb. 22.—(Spl).— 


Discounting guess work and em- 
phasizing several 
phases of the 


problem of dairying, R. B. Davis, 
agricultural agent at Brownfield, 
explained the value of testing 
In 


dairy herd improvement in 
a 


speech before the first farmers' 
short course recently held at Texas 
Technological College. He also ex- 
plained how to test by mail. Mr. 
Davis said: "What Is the value of 
cow testing in herd improvement? 
These tests mean testing for but- 
ter fat. I wonder if we are going 
about dairy development in 
the 


right way? 
We pick up a dairy 


bulletin and notice that some cow 
gave 1,000 pounds of butter fat. 
Then we wonder If It would do us 
much good if we knew how much 
old "Spot" gave. We would like to 
know, anyway. It would be very 
valuable for us to know. 
There are many phases to dairy- 


ing: 
feeding, management, 
and 


breeding. We must consider all of 
these things in building up our 
dairy herd. How do we know what 
to do? Arc we going to guess at 
it? 
That is about all we have 


been doing. I am aften asked the 


uestion, 'How can you tell a good 
ersey cow and a good Holstein 


cow from any other?" 


Anybody will tell you that the 


best way to tell the difference 
is 


with a pair of milk scales and a 
Babcock tester. We are not in the 
dairy business to help particularly. 
We are in it to make money. 
By 


testing we know which cow gives 
the butter fat and 
which cow 


doesn't. That is the only way we 
can tell. After all you may 
find 


an o!V crooked-back cow that gives 
more butter fat than one that is 
more symmetrical. You can't Judge 
by the appearance of the cow, but 
by testing her milk. 


Completes Year's Work. 
"The cow-testing- association has 
just finished a year's work. 
The 


figures ~show a relative amount of 
what the cows are doing. 
They 


showed that each of the five win- 
ning or highest cows returned an 
average of $206.65 above the cost 
of their feed. The five lowest cows 
returned a profit of $34.77 each. 
Thus.there is $171.88 difference be- 
tween the best cows and the low- 
est cows. If we could see these five 
lowest cows and five highest cows 
mixed up, we might pick some of 
the lowest cows for some of the 
highest. The milk scales and the 
Babcock tester is the best Judge. 
You see how important it is to you 
to know what your cows are doing 
—how much butter fat they are 
giving.

At the dairy show at 
Planview we found that four out 
of five winning cows were daugh- 
ters of one bull. We would never 
have known this if we hadn't test- 
ed their mill;. The value of the 
sire woulc1 lot have been 
known 


had not th dnughtcrs been tested. 
In this w;r you know which cows 
to keep and how to build up your 
herd. 


Testing By Mall. 
"When 
it was first 
suggested 
that cows could be tested by mail 
most people didn't see how it could 
be done. 
They didn't know the 


"mail order" business could handle 
testing. It has not been done in 
Texas yet, but it can be done. In 
Wisconsin it is being done and 20,- 
000 cows were added to the testing 
list in three months. In five years' 
time they found that mail order 
testing was more satisfactory 
to 


them than regular testing associa- 
tions that sent a man around once 
n month to take samples of milk for 
testing. Once a month a central of- 
fice sends a testing pot to each 
cow. The can has a number on it 
corresponding with the number of 
the cow on the milk sheet* The 
milker puts the samples In th'a 
cans and mails the pot back to the 
centralized office. Later the 
re- 
port is sent back 
to him. This 


kind of an association would 
be 
very desirable for us down here. 
There would be a number of men 
who would join it, send 
It their 
samples, and check 
up on their 
herds. This could be done at one- 
third or one-half the cost of main- 
taining a testing association.

Elbert J. Gibson, youngest son of 


Captain John S. and Mrs. Mary 
Brent Gibson, was born in Corsi- 
"cana, Navarrn county, Texas. Feb- 
ruary 2fi, 1872. 
He was 
stricken 


with illness some four years ago— 
from this he never entirely recov- 
ered; however, as a result of the 
tender, devoted care of his wife, 
he did regain his strength 
suffi- 


ciently to continue his work, both 
at the office and in the court room. 
In December, 
1929 
he 
became 


troubled with his heart. This more 
or less brought about a return of 
his previous malady, and ho be- 
came fearful 
that he would not 


again be well. The latter part of 
December, he expressed to his wife 
a desire to return to the 
home 


where his mother had spent her 
last years, so he and his wife mov- 
ed to the home of his devoted sis- 
ter. Miss Mollie Gibson, at 
403 
West Fourth avenue, Corsicana and 
here for three weeks he hovered 
between life and death, tenderly 
and lovingly cared for by his wife 
and sister and his doctors. At six 
a. m. on the 6th of January, 1929, 
his heart gave up the fight, and his 
valient spirit left its temple of clay. 
He was fifty-seven (57) years of 
age. 
On January 10. 1929, from 


the home of his sister, his body 
was carried away to rest in Ouk- 
wood, joining thus father, mother 
and brother.

were being altered. 


The defense today brought on 
the Rev. Robert W. Small, who said 
he is a Baptist minister without. 


charge, and that the the tlm« fixed 
by Dewhurst, McCloskey waa with 
him hunting doves on a 
ranch 


more than 20 miles from San An- 
tonio. 


The defense also produced num- 
erous other witnesses who denied 
parts of Dewhurst's story, as well 
as several prominent San Antonio 
and Austin men who testified as 
to the good reputation of the de- 
fendant. 


Dave Watson, chief of defense 
counsel, told newspapermen 
that 


McCloskey would be a witness, but 
that his testimony might not be 
reached today.
